shrinkage was due to the method of 
weighing the hogs in the wagon which 
I claim is not a fair way of weighing.

A heavy cale 
of wind blowing against a waggon with

Boys who are found guilty of minor 
offences in England are sentenced by the 
judges to » sound thrashing at the hands 
of the policeman. Here is « description of 
it, taken from an English paper : 

The birch is a very different instrument 
of torture from the cat. The former is 
made up of a number of long birch twigs, 
while the latter is really » whip with nine 
knotted small cord lashes. When the cat 


is administered the prison doctor must be 
present, but when the birch is put on it is 
only necessary for the superintendent of 
police to witness it, although the parents, 
near ray gn of a boy sentences to be 

ma present at the caatigation. 
When a ie of the cat is dealt oo one 
but those coumected with the prison are 
allowed to be there. 

Like the cat, the birch may be made a 
very revere punishment or a comparatively 
trivial affair, not merely scoording to the 
number of atrokes, but from the instractions 
given the constable who is told off to do the 
flogging. I have seen a boy after six 
i resemble nothing so much as a 
piece of raw beef and ing fearfully, 
while I have also seen a boy after six 
strokes merely a trifle red,

Cost of Gas an@ Eleciric Lighting For 
Railway Tratna. 


Much progress is being made in Europe 


in the electric lighting of railway care, In! 


Germany many of the cars have for a long 
time been fitted with gas, which is regarded 
with distrust, as the disastrous effects Sf a 
railway collision have frequently been 
heightened by the breaking out of fire 
caused by ite escape and ignition. The 
weight of the electric lighting a; paratus us 


much less tham that of the gas apparates 
of equal efficiency; the cost of electricity, 
moreover, com favourably with that 
of gas, Dr, Buttner, a German railway 
expert, pute the cost of a gas plant for 170 
oare at $12,500; whereas an electric charg- 
can be 
installed for $6,250, just half the amount, 
Tp this country travelers already recognize 
that mach of their comforta depend on a 
good artificial light in the railway car, and 
railway companies willaoon be driven to 
providing better lighting facilities, As 
the means of illumination adopted is in « 
majority of cases almost certain to be 
electricity, some figures which have just 
been compiled on the subject of train elec- 
ure lighting in England are instractive. 
On the Londen, Brighton, and South Coast 
railway the trains cost about $2,000 each 
to equip with the electric light, and the 
working coat for maintenance and renew- 
als for the twelve months ending Deo, 31, 
1904, was $270 per train. There are now 
in use 36 auburban block trains of 10 to 12 
ears each and four main line fast trains 
equipped with this syeteni, or « total of 
410 cars, Experience proves that these 
trains are more serviceabie than gas lighted 
trains, bei-g always ready to ran and to 
run continuously, They do not need haul- 
age to charging stations or to be left at any 
particular depot. The company estimates 
that it gets about 15 cent. more work 
out of them than from gas-lighted trains, 
so that, taking the coat of building an 
English tenscar. train at $15,000, there 
would be a saving of about $225,000 in the 
conatruction of abou: 100 traina—ie., 85 
electrivalip-lighted trains would do the 
work of 100 gas-lighted trains. The coat 
of upkeep decreases considerably with the 
number of trains fitted, 


Maladies From Piano Playing.

He shows by 
itatietios that of 1,000 girla who study this 
netrument belore the age of twelre no less 
than 600 suffer from.nervous disorders, 
while of those who do not begin till later 
there are only 200 per 1,000, and only 100 
per 1,000 among those who have never 
worked at it.

Wring caretaily, 
and stretch out on your line in the e 
tildry, Take down,and pull all wrinkles 
out gently. Sprinkle, and fold evenly at 
edges, and leave in your basket a couple of 
hours, Iron till smooth and pertectly dry, 
and fold lightly, having shelves or drawers 
in which to keep them out of the duat, of 
such size and shape as will need baw little 
creasing and folding of the linen.

and laying in a good supply of bran when 
the millers are giad to give a lower price 
to have it ont of store, can carry store 
stock through the winter in good shape and 
at a light cost compared with Timothy hay 
andcore, And what will surprise many 
who try thia for the firet time, is the etook 
will winter beiter when fed bran and straw 
in the right proportions than they will on 
Timethy bay and corn. Another straw 
product that is most always thought unfit 
tor stock and shouid be utilized in seasons 
ot scarcity, ia that of clover after hulling, 
If it is threshed without rain it makes ex- 
cellent food for store stock of any kind, 
After it is threshed if it canne: be pat 
under shelter, the pile should be carefully 
topped out by pitching from the ground ; 
if tramped it will take water and mold. A 
few years ago we cut clover for seed after 
the wheat crop. There were stubble and 
wild grasses mixed with it. This was 
atacked because we could not get it thresh- 
ed as #0on as desired from the tield, As 
soon as threshed we hauled the straw and 
putit in the mow, feeding it to the brood 
mares and young horses, and possibly some 
of it was fed to the cows. They all did 
well although it 5 aa too duety to be 
fit for any kind .of stock to eat, Jaually 
the #weet corn fodder grown in the gardens 
goes to waste. If pastures are short and 
the riows partially empty, the farmer will 
find it profitable to atilize this while yet 
green, cut and carried to the barn and fed 
to he teams ; not quite #0 handy, possibly, 
ae throwing hay from the mow, but it will 
save the hay for winter use.

Fall Care of Fow!s. 

With hens and all domestic fouls the 
seasons sre apt to be well marked. Fall is 
® preperation for winter, In September 
they generally lay aside the eld feathers 
and begin in good earnest to put on « new 
robe for winter, It is a time requiring 
special care. Keep the fowls from exposure 
to cold storms, feed them regularly and 
with nourishing food. It takes better food 
for forming feathers than for eggs, Some 
one hes estimated that to cover the whole 
hedy with a new coat of feathers is equal 


to from five to ten pounds of 
weight. 


It will be easily understood why laying 
is suspended duriag the period of moulting. 
All the atrengéh must go to growing the 
new crop of feathers, 

If the bird is healthy and well-fed and

Non-residents of Ontario or Quebec 
may hunt deer and other game under 
the restrictions of the game laws by 
paying a license fee of $25 to the prov- 
incial tary, but may export their 
two deer (if they kill them) under such 
license, but no other export allowed. 

No hunting on Sundays. 

“ Crusting,” or hunting deer while 
* varding, ” not allowed. 

Deer dogs must not be allowed at 
large in localities where deer are known 
to be.

Blue says there are seams of hema- 
tite ore of from fifty to five hundred 


feet in width and from a quarter to 
hali a mile long. 


—Emioration from the United 
Kingdom was slightly iarger in 
September than in the corresponding 
month last year, being 37,128 as 
against 34,836. The United States 
was the destination of 27,872 of the 
emigrants, while 3,498 were bound 
to Canada, or 636 more than in Sep- 
tember, 1894. There was a decline 
in the movement to Australia and 
South Africa. During the nine 
months ending with September, 217,- 
O40 emigrants have left Great 
Britain, of whom 149,315 were of 
British origin, and of these 19 447 
were destined to Canada, or 1,860 
less than departed for this country 
last year. Emigration to South 
Africa rose from 12,438 last year to 
16,931 this year. 

& 
A Boom in Canadian Iron. 


The outlook for Canadain pig 
iron is very promising at the _pre- 
sent time. According to “Hard- 
ware‘and Metal,” American pig 
iron has been displaced almost en. 
tirely in Canada by the domestic 
product. The reason assigned for 
this is, first, because of the activity 
in the markets of the United States 
and secondly, because the price of 
Canadian pig tron has not advan. 
ced as rapidly as that of the United 
States. Nova Scotia iron No. 2 can be 
laid down in Toronto at about $17.50 
per ton, while a similar iron is 
quoted at from $14.25 to 814.50 in 
Pittaburg. To lay this down in 
Toronto would entail an addition of 
from $7 to $9 per ton on the cost, 
duty and freight to the city. Can- 
adian pig is the only iron that is be- 
ing used in Eastern Canada and in 
Ontario as far west as the city of 
London. The outlook is very favor. 
able and the success of this industry 
cannot but havea beneficial ef. 
fect on business generally in the 
Dominion. The prospects of the 
iron industry in Canada ‘never were 
better or more hopeful than they 

are to-day.

Wm. Mackintosh, P. 8, I., was held in 
the Model School. About eighty teach- 
ers and students were present. The 
attendance was larger than expected, 
only a few teachers being absent. Mr. 
Mackintosh prefaced his general dis- 
course with some timely remarks on the 
tendency of teachers during school work 
to overlook character formation and 
good citizenship as objects of education. 
He then dealt with Grammar in a 
thoroughly practical way, The'work 
for the different classes was outlined as 
to matter and method. Many useful 
hints were given regarding definitions, 
exercises, analysis, parsing, etc. Com- 
position and Literature were also dis- 
cussed. The objects to be kept in view 
while teaching these subjects were 
pointed out. Their relations to other 
subjects were indicated and valuable 
suggestions as to the mannér of assign- 
ing, examining, and correcting work 
were given. Judging from the use 
made by teachers of pencil and notebook. 
the greatest interest was taken in the 
Institute work. Mr. Mackintosh's 
efforts were duly appreciated and the 
result should be improved teaching of 
the subjects under discussion. The 
meeting was closed by singing the 
National Anthem.

That clothes carefally folded and eprinkl- 
edare half ironed. 


That a clean apron worn while hanging

TO AID ENGLAND IN INDIA. 


Northwesterm Railway ls a Great Military 
and Commercial Enterprise, 


The Northwestern ‘railway of India may 
be said with justice to be the largest and 
most important work of its clase in the 
world at present, Starting from the const 
at Kurracheo, the ‘line follows the course 
of the Indus on ite northern bank aa far as 
Shikarpoor, # distance of about 350 miles, 
Thirty years ago this was practically the 
line of the northern frontier of the Indian 
empire of Britain. 

The old frontier waa protected as fer as 
Shikarpoor by « lofty mountain range 
which was practically impassable, and 
shut out Beloochistan from the valley o 


the Indus, This range, however, at tha 
point trends away to the north, where i 
joins another range, known aa the Suliman 
Mountains, At this point, whieh is fully 
« hundred miles. from Shikarpoor, the 
range is pierced by the great Bolan Pass, 
which affords an available entrance to 
India from Afghanistan, By annexin 
Beloochistan and the disputed district o 
Southern Afghanistan, Britain took _ 
session of this entrance to her Indian 
empire, 
he next point was to render the posses. 

sion effective, and this has been accomplish- 
ed by running ® line almost due north as 
far as Sibi, the capital of Northern Be- 
loochiatan, @ distance of about eighty miles, 
Beyond this the country rises to the moun+ 
tainous range which formerly divided 
Afghanistan from Northern Beloochistan, 
which is pierced by the Bolan Pasa, and 
gives access to Pishin Valley on the Afghan 
wide of the ak range, The country 
here ia ao difficult for railway constraction, 
and so much exposed to floods, landalips, 
and even ‘snow blocks that for the purpose 
of effective military defense it was con- 
sidered necessary to provide two routes by 
which the extreme frontier could be reach- 
el, There are thus two lines from Sibi to 
Quetta, the great frontier post of the In- 
dian Empire, and it in not easy to aay 
which is the more remarkable engineering 
work. One proceeds by way of the Bolan 
Pass, and the other and more northern by 
what is known aa the Mud Gorge. The 
coat per mile of both theese lines has been 
enormous—not lees than $200,040 « mile, 

Some idea of the military importance to 
India of this gigantic military roadway 
taay be formed when it ia considered that 
it would now be an easy matter to land 
forces from England at Quetta or Chaman 
for defense or offense on the Afghan fron.
